Gentlemen, 


My  report  for  the  year  1941  is  confined  to  necessary 
statistics,  and  any  matter  of  urgency  v;hich  affected  the 
Public  Health  during  the  year. 


ital  Stat-  The  population  of  the  Eorough  is  estimated  at  4,740 

sties.  by  the  Registrar  General. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  was' 

53. 


There  v/ere  18  inv/ard  and  3 outwe^rd  transfers,  giv- 
ing  the  numbers  of  deaths  registered  as  belonging  to  the 
District  as  68,  which  gives  a rate  of  14.3  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population. 

There  were  77  births  registered  as  belonging  to  the 
District,  giving  a rate  of  16  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population. 

There  were  4 deaths  under  1 year  of  e.ge,  giving  a 
rate  of  51,9  per  1,000  children  born. 


There  was  a very  considerable  epidemic  of  Measles  a-nd 
Whooping  Cough  in  the  first  quarter  ox  the  year,  97  ca.ses 
of  the  former  and  34  of  the  latter  having  been  certified. 
There  was  no  dearth  from  eithe:-"  of  these  disea-ses,  x/hich, 
considering  the  severit^’-  of  the  ¥/eathcr  at  the  time, 
speaks  very  well  for  thu  nursing  of  the  children  by  their 
mothers.  Sixteen  ca.ses  of  Pneumonia  v/ere  notified,  with 
one  death.  Sixteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified, 
three  of  v;hich  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
the  rest  were  isolated  a.t  their  own  homes. 

One  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  was  notified.  The 
patient  was  ca  non-resident,  and  was  removed  to  hospitp.l. 

One  case  of  Gerebro-spinal  Fever  wa.s  notified,  and 
removed  to  hospitp.l,  where  it  recovered. 

There  v/as  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the 

year.

As  86.2^  of  all  children  from  1 year  old, to  school 
leaving  age  were  iminunizod  in  1939,  the  child  population  oi 
the  District  is  now  ¥/ell  protected. 

As  the  va^Gcine  was  provided  frep  of  charge  "by  the 
Ministry  of  HeeJ-thp  the  cost  to  the  Borough  v/as  a few  ohil- 
lings  for  printing  and  postages.*' 

ii’our  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuherculosis  and  two  of 
other  Tuberculous  DisecO.ses  v/ere  notified  during  the  yco.r. 
There  Y/ere  four  deaths  from  the  pulmona,ry  o.nd  one  from  othei 
forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

Sewerage  The  work  of  levying  the  ncY'/  sewers  has  been  prcceeuc' 

Y/ith  during  the  yeo.r,  but,  owing  to  the  s'Tiorto.ge  of  labour^ 
the  progress  has  been  very  sIoy;.
